All the special cable­ 
gram s from St Petersburg published 
in today’s papers confirm the belief 
th at the ten si .n has been ^roatlj re­ 
laxed, 


St. Petersburg. Jan. 19.—On high 
r.uthority the following is given as the 
present status of the negotiations be­ 
tween Russia and Japan: 
Russia recognizes Japan’s predomt* < 
nance in Korea and Japan recognizes 
R ussia’s special position in Manchuria. 
There are two main questions still at , 
issue—-the Russian demand for a neu­ 
tral zone on th«* Korean sld« of the 
Yalu river, which Japan met with a 
proposal for a sim ilar neutral strip on 
the M anchurian side. Japan also asks I 
Tor certain guarantees covering Man- ’ 
churia which thus far Russia has de­ 
clined to grant 
It is pointed out, how­ 
ever, that the assurances given a few 
days ago by Russia regarding open 
ports in Manchuria and respect for 
treaty rights is a concession on this 
point. 
That the two countries are not so 
far apart may be fairly inferred from 
the following statem ent made by Mr. 
Kurnino, the Japanese m inister: “War 
would nfiw only b»* disastrous to both 
countries. 
Owing to the geograpical j 
situation an armed conflict would re­ 
sult in a great drain of the men and , 
treasu re of both Japan and 
Russia 
w ithout being decisive. 
Besides I be­ 
lieve It would not be worth while to 
go to war on the questions still in 
dispute. 
There is a strong indication that all 
through the Czar’s personal acts the 
peace party is com pletely in the as 
cendant. 
M inister 
Lamsdorf. 
who, 
from the beginning has favored the 
peace, is now com pletely rehabilitated 
and Viceroy Alexieff has been made 
subservient to the foreign office in tbe 
Russo-Japanese negotiations. 
His ex 
tensive powers are curtailed and he 
can make no move w ithout the Czar’s 
personal approval. 
In fact the fresh 
assurances conveyed through Ambas 
sador Cassini to the authorities at 
W ashington of the recognition of the 
rights acquired by the Chinese treaty 
Is largely attributed to Count Lams 
d o rfs influence. 
Diplomatic circles 
regard Count l^amsdorf’s conduct of j 
the negotiations under the Czar's di- 
rectlon as a very hopeful sign. 
An­ 
other strong influence on the side of 
peace has lecn the attitude of M 
W itte, president of the council of 
state, who has been bending his ener­ 
gies to avoid a conflict. At the recent 
m eetings of the council of state M 
W itte, with his old tim e eloquence, 
pleaded the cause of peace, pointing i 
out the disastrous consequences of j 
w ar to Russia and declaring that Rus­ 
sia had everything to lose and nothing * 
to gain. 
It is predicted that if peace j 
prevails, M. W itte again will become 
a great power in the governm ent

T h e Minority** Opposition, !*><! B y 
Senator Morgan, Ih BH«* «t I pou 
a Slender Technicality. 


Majority Magnanimously Gives the 
Opposition All the Opportu­ 
nity It Want*» 


W ashington, 
Jan. 
19.—While 
the 
Panam a canal question has been be­ 
fore the senate on general principles 
during the greater part of the present 
session, the Panam a canal treaty was 
not reported until late yesterday. 
It 
had no sooner been reported favorably 
to the senat»* in executive session 
than it became the subject of heated 
controversy. 
Senator Uullom made 
the report in favor of the treaty, 
w'hereupon Senator Morgan as a mem­ 
ber of the com m ittee at once entered 
a formal protest against the accept­ 
ance of the report on the ground that 
when the com m ittee decided to report 
the treaty an am endm ent was still 
under consideration and that he had 
not had tim e to present an amendment 
looking to the striking out of Article 
22 of the treaty, in which Panam a re­ 
nounces her right to participation In 
the earnings of the canal when built. 
Senator Morgan supported his w rit­ 
ten statem ent with a brief sp«-ech, and 
was imm ediately followed by Senator 
Daniel 
with 
a 
resolution 
declaring 
against the policy of reporting any 
treats or bill until each member shall 
have offered any am endm ents he may 
desire to present. 
Senator Daniel de­ 
clared that the course of the com m it­ 
tee had both been precipitate and un­ 
fair and urged that the treaty should 
be recom m itted for further considera­ 
tion. 
Replies were made by Senators Cul- 
lom. Spooner and Allison. 
Speaking 
as chairm an of the com mittee on for­ 
eign relations, Mr. Cullom said that 
thp treaty had been in com m ittee for 
almost a month and a half before it 
had been taken up. 
During the great­ 
er portion of this time congress was 
not in session, but he said he called 
the com m ittee to meet on the first 
regular m eeting day after the senate 
reconvened and that at his Instance It 
had been holding daily sessions most 
of the tim e since. 
He declared that 
very careful consideration had been 
given to all the details connected with 
the treaty and said that instead of 
precipitancy 
being 
m anifested, 
the 
com m ittee had given the utm ost con­ 
sideration 
to 
all 
suggestions 
for 
am endm ents and had adopted some of 
them. 
He felt that the m ajority had 
listened with great patience to all the 
representations made, and therefore 
had felt justified in putting the motion 
ma«le by Senator Lodge in com m ittee 
for the reporting of the treaty without 
delay. 
Senator Sp<:>oner spoke along 
the fame lines and went into detail to 
show the consideration given by the 
com m ittee to the suggestions of Dem­ 
ocratic 
members 
Senator 
Allison 
suggested that Democratic senators 
could offer am endm ents at any stage 
of the proceedings in the senate, and 
assured them that all such am end­ 
ments would have fair and deliberate 
consideration. 
No action was 
taken on Senator 
Daniels’ resolution or Senator Mor­ 
gan’s protest, but before the senate 
adjourned Senator Cullom gave notice 
that he would ask the senate to take 
up the treaty on Wednesday and until 
disposed of to consider it from day to 
day to the exclusion of other business.
